Weather Was Ideal— Narberth Spirit in Evidence— New Flag For 

Fire House — Base Ball Drew Banner Crowd— Wonderful 

Display in Evening 



"A perfect day" was the phrase on i 
the lips of every Narberthite and of! 
every guest of a Narberthite who was 
fortunate enough to enjoy the full 
program of events in celebration of 
the Nation's birthday planned by the 
local citizen's committee. The pro- 
gram was carried out in every detail 
as published in previous issues of 
Our Town. And not in the memory 
of the oldest inhabitant has the 
weatherman been so generous with 
fair skies,, sunshine and cool breezes 
' as he was on the Fourth. 

The famous words "by the people, 
for the people" were crowded with 
new meaning on Tuesday; for Nar- 
berth's truly democratic observance 
of the Fourth was the result of that 
kind of co-operative effort which has 
come to be characterized as "The 
Narberth Spirit," which means that 
our citizens push and pull— together— 
for the benefit of all. The civic 
consciousness of Narberth was 
demonstrated on the Fourth in a pro- 
gram which represented nearly every 
local interest. 

The general fund (over $500) was 
collected by a citizens' committee 
under the energetic leadership of E. 
P. Dold. The women of the borough 
contributed their mites to a fund col- 
lected by the Women's Community 
Club of the Y. 3VI. C. A., under the 
leadership of Mrs. W. M. Cameron, for 
the purpose of purchasing the silk 
flag and standard and mountings 
which they presented to the Narberth 
Fire Co., that they might be suitably 
equipped for dress parades. 

Each of these funds had a surplus 
which was turned over to the Holiday 
House, a worthy charity which is 
largely a Narberth institution. 

Then there were individual con- 
tributions from "unknown" individuals 
of a new flag for the fire house staff 
as well a^ of a new iron staff and a 
flag for the base ball field. 

After the flag raising at the fire 
house at 9 A. M., with a short ad- 
dress by Fletcher W. Stites, the 
parade was formed and started over 
the previously published line of 
march, ending at the ball park ready 
for the morning contest between West 
Philadelphia and Narberth Main Line 
League teams. (Full details of base 
ball games will be covered in the 
Sporting News columns.)

a long line of which, gaily bedecked, 
were headed by Charles Humphreys, 
' president of Council. 
| After winning two exciting base 
i ball games— one from our old rivals, 
Dun & Co.— by like scores, 4 to 3, 
I with afternoon attendance over 2000, 
! about 2500 persons came back again 
■ to witness the fireworks display in 
| the evening. 

And right here let us pause to 
write congratulations to the com- 
mittee directly responsible for this 
part of the program. It was the big- 
gest value in fireworks for the money 
expended (about $300) the writer 
; has ever seen burned up. There were 
: no pieces that would not work, and 
! there were some that worked so won- 
j drously that they warmed the cockles 
| of the hearts of grown-ups while at 
| the same time they amused the 
youngsters. And the precautions 
against fire and accident taken by 
Chief Noel were beyond criticism. 
The members of the Fire Company 
were assisted in their policing by the 
Boy Scouts, under the direction of 
Paul Braden, leader of Kangaroo 
Patrol, and the boys also were pre- 
pared to give first aid to any who 
might be injured. 

When the set piece, "Goodnight," 
had finally burned out — at about 9.15 
P. m. — the spectators gave a pro- 
longed cheer and then began leisurely 
to walk to their homes, enthusiastic- 
ally discussing the events of the 
great neighborhood party, which had 
ended "the perfect day" in "The 
Year 'Round Home Town."

I have visited to date 
three encampments, and everywhere 
there is a cry for reading matter. All 
along the line I was met with open 
arms, it being the first time in two 
months that there had been reading 
matter or stationery available. The 
reading matter and stationery which 
we have supplied will be big factors 
in keeping the boys in touch with the 
outside world and counteract very 
materially the feeling of disgust and 
discontent that is evident among the 
men with whom I have talked." 

A number of Y. M. C. A. secre- 
taries have been assigned to the 
troops in Mexico, and every magazine 
received will be sent directly to them 
for personal distribution. There is 
a personal message given with every 
magazine handed to the men. 

Magazines may, be sent to the Nar- 
berth Y. M. C. A. and Secretary 
Hampton will see that they are for- 
warded to headquarters. 

The building is open any day from 
9 A. M. to 10 P. M., except on Sun- 
day. 

This same appeal was made in last 
week's issue and nearly a hundred 
magazines were brought to the Y. M. 
C. A.

GOOD REPORTS FROM 

CAMP BRUMBAUGH. 



Several people in Narberth have

One of the members of the committee on prizes for best kept yards 
has made a general survey of the situation, realizing the great difficulty 
in placing the prizes, as nearly all of the yards in Narberth could be 
called well-kept and attractive. 

At this time, the climbing roses are very pleasing, notably on Mr. 
Harris' fence on Price avenue as well as Wayne avenue. Here, the effect 
is produced by a planting of crimson and white climbing roses, and prob- 
ably the roses Excelsa and White Dorothy Perkins; at Mrs. Shand's 
"Douglas Gardens" on Price avenue, pink Dorothy Perkins produce a be- 
wildering display. Mr. Beatty, of Price avenue, and Mr. Kramer, of Forest 
and Essex avenues, seem to favor Dorothy Perkins and Lady Gay. The 
single American Pillar rose has also been seen at its best this year. On 
Montgomery avenue;, the Garden Nurseries have a drive about 600 feet 
long lined at intervals of 10 feet with climbing roses, trained with 
telegraph poles and 12 foot cedar posts. The Garden Nurseries have 
utilized this row as a sample row in order to test out the value of the 
various varieties. The old favorite crimson rambler does not compare 
well with the rest. All of the newer varieties are apparently superior. 
There can be seen among other climbing roses the following: Tausend- 
schoen, Christine Wright, Dorothy Perkins, Lady Gay, Excelsa, White 
Dorothy Perkins, Hiawatha, American Pillar, Crimson Rambler, Columbia, 
and a lot of other varieties. 

A great many of the porches in our town are beautified by climbing 
roses and the effect is very charming. On Iona avenue are some very 
effective plantings. 

Most of the prize cups have been bought and some of them have been 
placed on exhibition in the windows of Narberth's three drug stores. In 
the window of Wm. Fieldler, druggist, is seen the trophy cup for best yard 
20 to 60 foot front. In the window of Mr. Howard's drug store is displayed 
the trophy cup for the best kept yard 60 to 100 foot on one street. In Mr. 
Housekeeper's drug store is displayed the trophy cup for the best yard 
100 foot or more frontage on one street. These trophies are to be won 
twice to become the property of the winner. It is not necessary that 
they should be won twice in succession. The name of the winner will 
be inscribed on the cup. 

The yards will be judged several times during the season in order to 
give each amateur gardener an opportunity. Some have expended their 
efforts on climbing roses, others on flowering shrubs, again others on 
herbaceous borders filled with valuable perennial flowering plants, and 
again others have put their efforts into geraniums, cannas and similar 
perishable plants. It will be no easy matter for the judges to place the 
awards, but they will do their best and no doubt everybody will be 
pleased. 

For district No. 6 bounded by Woodbine avenue, Narberth and Mont- 
gomery avenue are some special prizes to be won twice. For the best 
kept and most attractive corner lot there is a special grand prize; also 
first prize trophy cup for the best kept yard in that district, and a 
second prize trophy cup for the second best premises in that district. As 
district No. G includes a great many small houses, some of which are 
built in solid rows, a few special prizes have been provided for these 
smaller fronts, 20 foot or less frontage. For small yards in district No. 
(i, 20 foot wide or less, first prize $5; second prize, $3, and third prize, 
$2. A special grand prize is also being offered for the most attractive 
and best kept premises in all Narberth. This will be a solid silver cup 
ami has to be won twice in succession.

MEETING OF THE 

CIVIC ASSOCIATION 



The meeting of the Civic Associa-j 
tion, called especially to consider the 
subject of the Carnegie Library, was 
unable to take any definite action, 
owing to the fact that Mr. Carroll 
Downes was unexpectedly called to 
>'ew York. In the absence of the 
precise data which Mr. Downes alone 
is in position to furnish, there could 
not even be much discussion of the 
project in a general way. There 
■were, however, two significant facts, 
namely, the attendance, outside of 
the directors of the Civic Associa- 
tion who were present, was very 
small, and, in the short general dis- 
cussion which took place, a number 
opposed the project. A canvass of 
the directors of the association also 
developed the fact that there is quite 
a decided opposition to the plan of 
locating the library, if it is obtained, 
in Narbrook Park, on the ground that 
there is not sufficient room in the 
space reserved for public use, and 
that it would not be sanctioned under 
the terms of the agreement with pur- 
chasers of lots. 

A suggestion was made that the 
best solution of the problem -would 
be to secure the lot adjoining the Y.

CAMP ."TO DICKON" 



"CAMP TOHICKON" 



The following item concerning the 
life of Tohickon will doubtless be of 
considerable interest: 

As far as possible, the small group 
idea or family unit is the standard 
for classification. Each tent accom- 
modates seven boys and an adult lead- 
er and this same grouping is carried 
throughout the round of daily activi- 
ties. In the dining room they sit 
at their separate table and are served 
as a family by their leader. This ar- 
rangement enables the grouping of 
boys of like age and secures a close 
supervision, as well as helpful influ- 
ences through contacts with picked 
men of strong personality. Parents 
need not fear to place their sons un- 
der Tohickon influence, for the camp 



ideal is constructive, and every effort 
is made to secure men who will up- 
hold this ideal. With few exceptions, 
they are recruited from the schools 
and colleges near Philadelphia. 

The diciplining of the camp is not 
too strict, but does insist upon the ob- 
servance of a few regulations that 
are for the camper's safety and enjoy- 
ment. Every boy is expected to act 
as a gentleman and is on his honor. 
The use of tobacco in all forms is 
absolutely forbidden at Camp To- 
hickon. 

The following Narberth boys are 
already signed up for part of the sea- 
son: Carl Metzgar, Ned Morgan, 
Baird Caldwell, Richard Compton, 
Richard Odiorne, Herbert Krell, Ed- 
ward Odell and Francis Wipf. We are 
adding to this list daily. How about 
your boy? 



M. C. A. Building, on which a stable 
is now located through the co-opera- 
tion of the Y. M, C. A. directors, and 
connect the library building directly 
with the Y. M. C. A., thereby secur- 
ing economy of heating and admin- 
istration. It was also suggested that 
the long-desired swimming pool could 
be located in the basement of the 
library building.

Mr. Downes is expected to appear 
before Council at its meeting on next 
Monday evening, July 10, at which 
time he will submit detailed figures 
of estimated cost of maintenance, and 
the amount of additional taxation re- 
quired to meet it, -which, it is said, is 
very small.
